MAINE MAN SPEAKS AGAINST 
RECOGNITION. 


Why He Opposes the Action On Behalf 
of the Struggling 
People—Other 
Senators Will Present Their Views 
On the Subject Today—Proceedings 
Before the House. 


Washington, March IO.—In anticipa­ 
tion that the last stage of the Cuban 
question would be reached the senate 
galleries Monday were beseiged by the 
greatest crowd seen since the session 
opened. All of the public and reserve 
galleries were filled to overflowing. At 
1:15 Mr. Sherman moved the adoption 
of the conference report accepting the 
house Cuban resolutions. 
Mr. Hale (rep., Me.) spoke energeti­ 
cally against the resolutions. He did 
not think the inflammatory statements 
made by senators in justifying the reso­ 
lutions were hacked up by facts. Mr. 
Hale said that the only explanation for 
the public and press clamor against 
Spain was that the country and con­ 
gress had been falsely and 
menda­ 
ciously misled with conditions which 
did not exist. 
He referred to the state­ 
ments made by Mr. Sherman as to Hie 
atrocities committed by Gen. Weyler. 
It has since been shown that this was 
an ingenious effort to fasten on the 
Spanish-Cuban 
situation 
of to-day 
events of fifteen years ago, but these al­ 
leged events were mendacious fabrica­ 
tions, fiction from beginning to end set 
up by somebody to distort public feel­ 
ing. 
He also read from current news 
dispatches of the burning by the insur­ 
gents of thirteen towns and the destruc­ 
tion of tobacco and of the inhabitants 
wandering 
helpless 
and 
starving 
through the country. “These,” said he, 
‘‘are the methods adopted to defeat 
Spain. 
“Here,” he continued, “are the exalt­ 
ing details in a newspaper which sym­ 
pathizes with the insurgents. Liberty,” 
he added, “does not fight its battles in 
th at way. Freedom often springs from 
prison bars, from burning lips—aye, 
from its own ashes—but not such hor­ 
ro r and conflagration and devils’ work. 
The heart stirred by the story of Bun­ 
ker Hill, turns with loathing from such 
tales as these. 
It is not war but in­ 
cendiarism, destruction by the torch, 
murder and outrage. It is the wildest 
stroke of savagery. I will never vote to 
give aid and comfort to leaders whose 
•exploits are thus chronicled.” 
Mr. Hale deplored 
the 
aggressive 
spirit of the last year; the desire to in­ 
cite trouble; the building up of the in­ 
strum ents of war instead of those of 
peace; the turning aside from the plow 
and the taking up of the sword. 
This 
was militarism. 
There was bot one re­ 
sult when militarism took possession of 
a great people. 
The arts of peace dis­ 
appeared. and in their place come vast 
arm am ent and the dominion of some 
great military chieftain. This was the 
growing spirit of the day in this coun­ 
try. Out of it all, however, Mr. Hale 
said he felt that the good sense of the 
American people would assert itself, 
bringing peace rather than war. 
Mr. Hale closed at 3 o’clock. 
Mr. 
Mills urged Mr. Sherman not to en­ 
deavor to reach a vote, as several sena­ 
tors desired to be heard. Mr. Sherman 
yielded to the suggestion and the Cuban 
resolution went over. 
Mr. Turpie (dem., Ind.) was then rec­ 
ognized for an argument against the 
claim of Mr. Dupont to a seat in the 
senate from Delaware. 
The senator 
had not concluded when the senate ad­ 
journed. 


Proceedings In th e House. 
W ashington, March IO—District of 
Columbia business consumed the major 
portion of Monday in the house. Among 
the bills passed was one to decrease the 
cost of gas from $1.50 to $1 a thousand. 
This was the outcome of a long fight 
against the gas company. The consid­ 
eration of the postoffice appropriation 
bill was continued, but no important 
amendments were adopted. 
The speaker announced the appoint­ 
ment of Mr. Hendricks (dem., Ivy.) to 
the banking and currency committee. 
A resolution was adopted calling on 
the secretary of war for estimates of 
the cost of repairing the breakwater at 
Cleveland, O. ________ 


D isc u s sin g N a v a l A p p r o p r ia tio n s. 
Washington, March IO.—Another step 
was taken Monday by the house naval 
committee toward the completion of its 
appropriation bill. 
The items for the 
support of the marine corps, which ere 
practically the same in amount as those 
carried by the last bill, were settled, 
and some minor details. There remain 
the questions of the number of new Dat- 
tleships and the building of a dry dock 
at Algiers, near New Orleans, which 
may be considered today.

State Convention In Session a t Col am ­ 
bas—-Factional Feeling. 
Columbus, Ohio, March IO.—Joseph 
B. Foraker will be the temporary chair­ 
man of the state convention 
which 
holds its first session this afternoon, 
and the speculation all runs toward 
the senator-elect. During the last few 
days the feeling between the McKinley 
m d the Foraker factions has intensified. 
The Foraker men claim they are work­ 
ing for a man who puts no faith in 
them and who is trying to wrest the 
party organization from them in order 
that they can claim no credit in case 
he is nominated. On the surface every­ 
body is for McKinley. 
All the candi­ 
dates on the state ticket who 
have 
opened headquarters insist that there 
is no factional fight; that all differ­ 
ences have been healed. 
While the 
Foraker factionists assert in common 
with the McKinley people that the en­ 
tire state delegation will go to St. Louis 
and vote for the Ohio man’s nomina­ 
tion, the accounts of the quality of the 
support differ widely. At present it is 
not on the program that Maj. McKinley 
will attend the convention. 


Arkansan Populist* to Mnet. 
Little Rock, Ark., March IO.—The 
populists of this state hold a conven­ 
tion at Eureka Springs 
Wednesday. 
The meeting is to outline a plan for 
the state and national campaign and 
to decide whether or not to fuse with 
the republicans on state offices. 
The 
leaders say they will nominate candi­ 
dates in the six congressional districts 
and expect to carry the Fifty. If fusion 
is effected they hope to elect a large 
number of legislators and control the 
election of United States senator. 
H. 
E. Taubeneck will preside. Jerry Simp­ 
son is expected to be present; also Sen­ 
ator Allen of Nebraska. 


One Already Dead and the Wounds of 
Two Others Likely to Prove Fatal— 
Police Have Hard Work to Prevent 
a 
Lynching—LaPoints’ 
Wild 
Work. 


Brookville, Out., March 
IO.—Eight 
men were shot Monday by a maniac 
lamed Lapointe, who alighted from a 
train. 
Peter Moore is dead, Chief of 
Police Rose is fatally wounded, Police- 
lian Tinsley is badly wounded, but may 
•ecover, while five others received gun­ 
shot wounds which are not considered 
dangerous. 
The maniac himself was 
shot by a young bystander and sank ex­ 
ha listed to the ground, when he was 
captured and lodged in jail. The dead:

It was just about noon when Lapointe 
lame on the street carrying a shotgun. 
The first person he met was an old 
man named Peter Moore. Raising his 
gun, Lapointe deliberately Bhot Moore 
dead. 
Chief of Police Rose, who was just 
coming from his office, ran in the di­ 
rection of the report, and as soon as 
Lapointe saw him he took steady aim 
md fired at him, the shot taking effect 
in his breast and head. 
Policeman Tinsley then 
appeared. 
Lapointe had his pocket full of car­ 
tridges and was shooting right and left 
at random. 
Tinsley got behind cover 
and endeavored to shoot Lapointe, but 
failed. 
He then got behind a door in 
a grocery store, and, partly opening 
It, had just taken aim. when Lapointe 
fired, the shot taking effect in Tinsley’s 
head and neck. A young man who was 
In the store ran upstairs and from the 
window fired at 
Lapointe, wounding 
him. I^apointe quickly turned and fired 
into the window, after which he fell 
exhausted to the ground. He was then 
captured and lodged in jail. 
A large crowd gathered at some dis­ 
tance from Lapointe while the shoot­ 
ing was going on, but none dared ap- 
oroach within range of his deadly weap- 
>n, which was a double-barreled breech­ 
loading shotgun. 
Intense excitement 
prevailed among the maddened crowd, 
and it was with much difficulty that it 
could be restrained from lynching La­ 
pointe on the spot. 
Lapointe is a hunter, living about 
eighteen miles out of town, and an ex­ 
pert shot. 
He has shown signs of in­ 
sanity at times. 


FOR A BIO RUMPUS 


POLICE DEFEND OUR CONSUL­ 
ATE AT BILBAO. 


Twenty of the Mob and Several Officers 
Badly Wounded In Desperate Con- 
j filets—Determined Efforts to do In­ 
jury to Americans—Blood Flows As 
the Result. 
Madrid, March IO.—The turbulent 
clement in the city of Bilbao which cre­ 
ated disburances Sunday continued to 
lefy 
the authorities yesterday, and 
made violent demonstrations in spite 
af the armed threat of the gendarm es. 
The disorders were renewed near the 
American consulate and a determined 
I affort was made to reach the building 
Adhere the consulate is located. The gen- 
iarmes showed equal determination in 
rrustrating this attempt, and succeeded. 
There was a serious collision between 
the mob and the gendarmes, in which 
Vwenty of the former are known to have 
been injured, though it is not stated 
that any fatalities resulted. 
Nine of 
the gendarmes were also injured. W ith 
this rebuff the mob drew off. But the 
inhabitants of Bilbao are still in a tu r­ 
bulent mood, and the police authorities 
find it necessary to take every precau­ 
tion to guard against injury being done 
to the United States consulate. 
Elsewhere in Spain 
the 
situation 
bears a more tranquil aspect and the 
question of the action of the United 
States on Cuba is regarded in a calm 
mood. 
A report found currency that the 
United States minister, Mr. Taylor, had 
left Madrid, but this proved to 
be 
wholly without foundation. 
A dispatch from Havana says that the 
insurgents are in a demoralized condi­ 
tion and are seeking flight toward the 
?astward portion of the island.

Rhode Island republican state conven­ 
tion is being held to-day and probably 
all the present incumbents of the state 
offices will be renominated. The demo­ 
cratic convention will be held Wednes­ 
day, and the ticket of a year ago is to 
be set up, with the exception of the 
nominee for secretary of state, George 
W. Greene, the present mayor of Woon­ 
socket. His successor in the list of can­ 
didates has not been decided upon.

SUFFRAGE MEASURE. 


Iowa Senate Takes the Resolution for an 
Amendment from the Table. 
Des Moines, Iowa, March IO—Sena­ 
tor Kilburn, in charge of the woman 
suffrage measure in the senate, secured 
consent Monday to take from the table 
the resolution providing for the sub­ 
mission of a constitutional amendment 
for woman suffrage. 
It was placed in 
regular order on the calendar. 
A constitutional question has been 
raised relative to the 
cigarette 
bill 
passed last week. It was considered by 
the code-revision 
committee of 
the 
senate. 
The lawyers cite decisions of 
the Supreme court to the effect that to­ 
bacco is a legitimate article of com­ 
merce, and that the legislature cannot 
prohibit the shipment into the state and 
sale therein in original packages of 
cigarettes. 
The most that can be done 
is to prohibit the sale to minors and of 
adulterated goods. A bill to this effect 
has been prepared by Senator Trewin. 


Threatens Another United Staten Consol­ 
ate In Spain. 
Bilbao, Spain. March IO.—There was 
another anti-American riot Monday 
and it was of greater importance than 
the previous so-called patriotic disturb­ 
ances caused by the action of the con­ 
gress of the United States in regard to 
Cuba. 
About 12,000 people took part 
in the afternoon in the popular demon­ 
stration. 
The excitement was started 
by a group of young men at a street 
corner who began cheering every sol­ 
dier who passed by. Their conduct was 
soon imitated by other groups of people 
until every soldier seen was cheered by 
the crowd and some musicians who re­ 
fused to repeat the national anthem 
were hustled, beaten and otherwise 
maltreated. 
The excitement increased and riot­ 
ous groups formed in the main streets, 
cheering for Spain and denouncing the 
United States. 
The authorities did 
everything possible to maintain order. 
Almost the entire police force was 
turned out as soon as the populace as­ 
sumed a threatening aspect and the 
rioters were dispersed again and again. 
Eventually, however, the mob became 
so numerous and excited that the police 
were almost helpless. 
After the first 
demonstrations of sympathy with the 
army, the crowds had armed them­ 
selves with sticks and cudgels and their 
numbers were so great that the police 
were swept aside and an immense 
crowd gathered on the leading thor­ 
oughfare and marched toward the resi­ 
dence of the United States consul, 
shouting: 
“Long live Spain!” “Down 
with the Yankees!”

Louisville W arehouse and Contents De­ 
stroyed. 
Louisville, Ky., March IO.—W are­ 
house No. 3, of the Union Warehouse 
Company, on Magnolia avenue, between 
Seventh and Ninth streets, was des­ 
troyed by fire early on Monday, to­ 
gether with its contents. The building 
was filled with merchandise, consisting 
mainly of cotton, tobacco, lumber, farm­ 
ing implements, hay, etc. The fire is 
supposed to have originated from a 
spark from a passing freight engine. 
J. L. Gardner, secretary and treasurer 
of the company, estimates the loss at 
about $250,000, if not more. He says the 
building was worth $30,000, insured for 
about $20,000. Warehouses I, 2 and 4, 
adjoining, loaded with goods valued at 
several million dollars, were protected 
by fire walls.

nam e of the attorney general. 
Seme tim e ago a petition to bring 
Bult was denied on the 
ground th a t 
th e defendant company had not re 
ceived due notification. 
T he merits 
of th e case were not passed upon, and 
today was the first time th a t the sn 
prem e court made any declaration on 
th e grounds of action. 
A very thor 
ough presentation of th e case was 
m ade by both sides, the franchise o 
th e company, the by-laws, rules for 
th e guidance of w ater consumers, and 
m any affidavits of consumers and oth 
ere, being offered in evidence. 
The 
city ’s case was prepared by M. G. Je f 
fris and John Winans, while the com 
pany was represented by Edw ard M 
Hyzar, Wm. Huger and W. G. Wheeler. 


R ulings o f The Suprem e Courtr 
A dispatch from Madison 
to T he 
Gazette outlines the decision of the 
court on the case as follows: 
“ The supreme court this morning re­ 
fused to g ran t leave to bring action 
to forfeit the charter of the Janesville 
W ater company. 
The opinion was by 
Justice Marshall. 
“ After reviewing the facts of the 
case be stated th a t the remedy asked 
w as an extraordinary one. one to be 
g ran ted w ith care. 
He reviewed the 
allegations set forth as a basis of act­ 
ion and concluded: 
Answered l*y Affidavit*. 
“ 'T he allegations of the petitions 
presented, in respect to violations of 
franchise iu m atters pertaining to the 
operation of the works and the water 
service, are so overcome by affidavits 
and other proofs th a t the cise in th a t 
respect fails to show any w arran t for 
the institutions of proceedings, to for­ 
feit tho franchises of the corporation. 
Watering: Stock Mot Enough. 
“ W atering of stock is held to be not 
sufficient cause for action, and the 
sam e w ith neglect to keep accurate ac­ 
counts of cost and expenses. 
The de- 
lay in asking leave to bring action, 
along w ith other grounds, is stated as
